Al- 
niost at the same instant the huge central col- 
umn which reached some distance above the 
top of the tower fell, carrying down with it 
one side of the tower. Seven men were 
plunged to the ground amid falling brick and 
timbers, a distance of seventy feet. Mr. Ram- 
merdall and Mr. Joe Moore, one of the white 
workmen, were killed instantly, their bodies 
being fearfully mangled. Simon Wells, col- 
ored, was also killed. 

Joe Fabian, colored, is not expected to live: 
The other three escaped with serious, but not 
necessarily fatal injuries, When the scaffolding 
began to fall some of the workmen who were 
on the opposite side of the tower from where 
the center column fell, grabbed the side of the 
wall and clung to the top till they could be 
rescued, which was done as soon as possible 
by the hook and ladder company. These, 
thus saved from a fearful death, are Mr. J. C. 
Parnell, a well known brick mason of the city; 
also Mr. W. Shearing, a northern man who 
had only been in the city few days, and several 
negroes. The terrible accident cast a gloom 
over the entire community.

Red Hot Times In Athens Over the Elec- 
tion. 

ATHENS, Ga., December 6.—[Special.]—

to a negro meeting, in the interest of E. H. 
Dorsey for mayor, in which he made some 
very grave and serious charges against A. 
Hodgson, the present incumbent. It. was re- 
ported to Chief Oliver, that he (Russell) ac- 
cused him of ordering the trash cart driver to 
bury a negro baby in a cheese box. Oliver 
asked Russell about it, which statement that 
gentleman denied, but wound up by saying 
that Captain Oliver could not bulldoze him 
with his stripes. Oliver stated, that if Rus- 
sell meant to say that he would use his office 
to bulldoze him, that he lied. Quite 
a war of wordssensued, when friends inter- 
fered and the belligerents were parted. This 
is Captain Oliver's statement. Mr. Russell 
was not seen by your reporter. Mayor Hodg- 
son’s friends say that he will certainly notice 
the attack Mr. Russell made upon him last 
night, sosoon as the election is over. The 
contest between Hodgson and Dorsey is but 
the opening of the fight between Messrs. E. T. 
Brown and R. B. Russell for solicitor general, 
as also upon the political supremacy of Cap- 
tain W. D. O’Farrell.

DEATH OF JOHN KING. 


Columbus Sad Over the Death of a Good 
Citizen. 

CoLtumsvus, Ga., December 6.—[Special.]— 
Mr. John King, for many years proprietor of 
the Enquirer-Sun, died in Birmingham at 11 
o’clock this morning. The announcement of 
his death was a shock to his many friends in 
Columbus, as they had received no intimation 
‘of his illness. The remains will reach this city 
at noon tomorrow and will be buried from St. 
Luke church at 3:30 o’clock, 

The body of a fully developed male white 
child was found in a sewer on Thirteenth 
street this afternoon. At the inquest tonight 
County Physician Griggs gave it as his opinion 
that the child was born alive last night and 
was killed by its mother or an accomplice, and 
was placed in the sewer. No clew tothe iden- 
tity of the miserable mother has been obtain- 
ed. The coroner’s jury returned a yerdict of 
the facts above stated.

To the Congress of the United States: You 
are confronted, at the threshold of your legislative 
duties, with a condition ofthe national finances, 
which imperatively demands immediate and care- 
ful consideration. The amount of money annually 
exacted through the operation of the present laws, 
from the industries and necessities of the people, 
largely exceeds the sum necessary to meet the ex- 
penses of the government. When we consider that 
the theory of the institutions guarantees to every 
citizen the enjoyment of all the fruit of his industry 
and enterprise with only such deduction as may be 
his share towards the careful and economical 
maifitenance of the government which pro- 
tects him, it is plain that the exaction of 
more than this is indefensible exiortion and a cul- 
pable betrayal of American fairness and justice, 
This wrong inflicted upon those who bear the bur- 
den of national taxation, like other wrongs multi- 
plies a brood of evil consequences. The public treas- 
ury, which should only exist as a conduit convey- 
ing the people's tribute to its legitimate object of 
expenditure, becomes a hoarding place for money 
needlessly withdrawn from trade and the people’s 
use, thus crippling our national energies, suspend- 
ing our country’s development, preventing invest 
ment in productive enterprise, threatening financial 
disturbance and inviting schemes of public plunder. 
Tuis condition of our treasury is not altogether new, 
and it has more than once of late been submitted to 
the people’s representatives in the congress who 
alone can apply a remedy, and yet the situation still 
continues with aggravated ineidents, more than 
ever presaging financial convulsion and widespread 
disaster. It will not doto neglect this situation be- 
cause its dangers are not now palpably imminent 
and apparent. They exist none the less certainly, 
and await the unforeseen and unexpected occasion, 
when suddenly they will be precipitated upon us, 

On the 30th day of June, 1885, the excess of rey- 
enues over public expenditures, after complying 
with the annval requirement of the sinking tund, 
was $17,859,735.84; during the year ended June 30, 
1886, such excess amounted to $49,405,545.20; and 
during the year ended June 30, 1887, it reached the 
sum of $55,567,849.54. 

The annual contribution to the sinking fund dur- 
ing the three years above specified, amounting, in 
the aggregate to $158,058,320.94, and deducted from 
the surplus, as staied, were made by calling in for 
that purpose outstanding three per cent ponds of 
the government. During the six months prior to 
June 30, 1887, the surplus reyenue had grown so 
large by repeated accumulations, and it was feared 
the withdrawal of this great sum of money needed 
by the people, would s0 affect*the business of the 
country that the sum of $79,854,100 of such surplus 
was applicd tothe payment of the principal and inter 
est of the three per cent bonds still outstanding, and 
which were then payable at the option of the goy- 
ernment. 

The previous condition of financial affairs among 
the ple still needing relief, immediately after 
the 30th day of June, 1887, tne remainder of the 
three per cent bonds then outstanding, amounting 
with principal and interest to the sum of $15,577,500, 
were capiedsn and epptiod to the sinking fund contri 
bution for the currentfixed upon. Notwithstanding 
these actions of the treasury department, repre- 
sentations of distressin business circles not only 
continued, but increased, and absolute peril seemed 
at band. In these circumstances the contribution 
to the sinking fund for the current fiscal year was at 
once compleied by the expenditure of $27,64,283.55 
in the purchase of government bonds, not yet due, 
bearing four and fouranda half per cent interest, 
the premium paid thereon averaging abont twenty- 
four per cent forthe former and eight per cent for 
the latter. In addition to this the interest accruing 
during tne current fisc:l$year upon the outstand- 
ing bogded indebtedness of the government 
was, to some exten’, anticipated, and banks seiect- 
ej as deposit ries of publicmoncy were pecraltied to 
somewhat increase their deposits, while the expe- 
dients thus employed to release to the people the 
money lying idle in the treasury served to avert im- 
mediate dangers. But surplus revenues have con- 
tinued to accumulate, the excess forthe present 
year amounting, on the first day of December, to 
255, 258,701719,and estimated toreach thesum of § 13,- 
000,000 on the 30th of June next, at which date itis 
expected that thissum added to prior accumula- 
tions will swell the ‘surplus in the treasury to $140,- 
000,000. There seems to be no assurance that, with 
such a withdrawal from use of the people’s circulat- 
ing medium our business community may not, 
in the near future, be subjected to thesame distress 
which was quite lately roduced 
from the same cause—and while the 
functions of cur national treasury should be few 
and simple, and while its best condition would be 
reached, I believe, by its entire disconnection with 
private business interests, i” when, by a perversion 
of its purposes, itidly hol money uselessly sub- 
tracted from the channels of trade, there scems to 
be reason for the claim that some legitimate means 
should be devised by the government to restore, in 
an emergency, without waste or extravagance, such 
money to its place among the people. . 

In such an emergency arises there now exists no 
clear and undoubted excentric power of relief. 
Heretofore the jredemption of three per cent bonds 
which were payable atthe option ofthe govern- 
ment, has offered a meansof the disbursement of 
the excess of our revenues; but these bonds have 
all been retired and there are no bonds outstanding, 
the payment of which we have aright to insist 
upon. The contribution to the sinking fund, which 
furnishes the occasion for expenditure in the pur- 
chase of bonds. has been already made for the cur- 
rent year, so that there is no outlay in that direc- 
tion, 

In the present state of legislation the only pre- 
tense of my existing executive power to restore, at 
this time, any part of our surplus revenues to the 
people by its expenditure consists in the suppdsition 
that the secretary of the treasury may enter the 
market and purcha:e the bonds of the government 
not yet due, at a rate of premium to be agreed upon. 
The only provision of law from which such 4 power 
could be derived is found in an a bill 
passed a number of years avo; and it is subject to 
the suspicion that it was intended as temporury and 
limited in its fapplication, instead of conferring a 
continuing discretion and pa No condition 
ought to exist which would justify the grant of 
power to a single official—upon his judgment of its 
necess ty—to withhold from or releasé to the busi- 
ness of the people, in an unusual manner, money 
held in the treasury and thus effect, at his will, the 
financial situation of the country, and if it is wise 
to lodge in the secretrry of the treasury the 
authority, in the present juncture, to purchase 
bonds, it should be plainly vested, and provided, as 
far as possible, with such checks and limitations as 
will define this official's right and discretion and at 
wes same time relieve him from undue responsi- 

lity. 

In consideration of the question of purchasing 
bonds es a means of restoring to the circulation the 
surplus money accumulating in the treasury, it 
should be bornein mind that premiums must, of 
course, be paid upoa such purchase, that there may 
be a large part of these bonds held as investments 
which cannot be purchased at any price, and that 
combinations among holders who are willing to 
sell may unreasonably enhane? the cost of such 
bonds tothe government. It has been suggested 
that the present bonded debt might be refunded at 
a less rate of interest, andthe difference between 
the old and new securities, in cash, thus finding 
use for the surplus in the treasury. 

The success of the plan, it is apparent, must de- 

nd wpon the yolition of the holders of the present 
bends, and it is not entirely certain that the induce- 
ment which must be offered would result in more 
financial benefit to the government than the pur- 
chase of bonds, while the latter proposition would 
reduce the principal of the debt by actual payment 
instead of extending it, The proposition to deposit 
the money held by the government in bonds 
throughout the country for use by the people, is, it 
acens to me, excee tingly objectionable in principal 
as establishing too clase-a relation ship between the 
operations of the government treasury and the 
-business of the country, and too extensive a collec- 
tion of their money, thus fostering an unnatural re- 
Hance in private business of public funds. If this 
scheme should be adopted, it should only be done as 
a temporary expedient to meet an urgent necessity. 
Legislative and executive effort should generally be 
in the oppodite direction, and shouki have a tend- 
ay to divorce as much, and as fast, as can fsafely 
be done, the treasury department from private en- 


terprise.

portion of the people. Butour present tariff laws, 
the vicious, inequitable and illogical source of un- 
necessary taxation ought to be at once revised 
amended. These laws in their peimnaay and 
effect raise the price to consumers of all articles ime 
rted and subject to duty by precisely the sum paid 
or such duties. Thus the amount ef the 
duty measures the tax paid by those who pu 
for use those imported articles Many of these 
things, however, are raised or manufactured in.ougr 
own country, and the duties now leyied upon for 
eign and products are called protection te 
these home manufactures, because they render i¢ 
possible for those of our people who ere mannufaec- 
turer, to make t taxed articles and sell them 
for a price equal to that demanded for the imported 
goods that have paid custom's duty. So it happens 
that while comparatively few use these. imported 
articles, millions of our people, who neyér use 
never saw any of the foreign ~products, 
rchase and use things of the same 
ind made in this country aud pay therefor nearly, 
or quite, the fame enhanced price which the du 
adds to the imported articles. Those who buy im- 
ports pay the duty charged thereon into the public 
treasury, but the great majority of our citizens whe 


buy domestic articles, of the same class, pay a 
at least approximately equal to t 
duty to the home manufacturer, is reference te 


the operation of our tariff? laws is not made. by. way 
of instruction, but in order that we may be con- 
stantly remindel of the manner in which they im- 
pose a burden upon those who consume domestie¢ 
ucts as well as those who consume imported ar- 
cles, and thus create a tax upon all our people, 
It is not proposed to entirely relieve the coun 
of thistaxaticn. It must be extensively continue 
as the source of the government's income; and in @ 
readjustment of our tariff the interests of Amer! 
labor engaged in manufacture should be care 
considered, as well as the preservation of our manu- 


factures. It may be calle rotection, or any 
other name, but relief from the hardships and dan- 
gers of our present tariff laws should be devised with 


one precaution against imperilling the existence 
of our manufacturing interests; but tnois ex 
should notmean a condition which, without regardito 
the public welfare, or a national exigency, must 
always insure the realization of immense profits in- 
stead of moderately profitable returns. As the vol- 
umeand diversity of our national activities in- 
crease, new recruits are added to these who desire a 
continuation of the advantages which they conceive 
the present system of tariif taxation directly affords 
them.

We are in the midst of centennial celebrations, 
and with becoming pride we rejoice in American 
skilland ingenuity; in American org | and en- 
terpri-e, and in the wonderful natural advantages 
and resources developed by a century's natural 
growth.

All will acknowleige the force of 
an argument which involves the welfare and libe 
compensation of cur laboring people, Our labor fs 
honorable in the eyes ofevery American citi 
and asitliesatthe foundation of our developmen 
and progress, itis entitled, without affectation or 
hypocrisy, to the utmost regard. The standard of 
our laborer should not be measured by that of any 
other country less favored, and they are entitled to 
their full share of all our advantages.

No demand ismade that they should 
forezo all the benefits of governmental regard; but 
they cannot fail to be admonished of their duty 
as well as their enlightened self-interest an 
safety, when they are reminded of the 
fact that financial panic and _ collapse, 
to which the present sesston tends, affords no greater 
shelter or protection to our manufacturers than to 
our other important enterprises. Opportunity for 
gafe, careful and deliberate reform is now offered, 
and none of us shoul: be unmindful of atime when 
our abused and irritated people, heediess of those 
who have resisted timely and reasonable relief, may 
insist upon a radical and sweeping rectification of 
their wrongs. 

The difficulty attending a wise and fair revision of 
our tariff laws is not under-estimated. It will re- 
quire on the part of the congress, great labor and 
care, and especialiy a broad and rational contempla- 
tion of the su>ject, and a patriotic disregard of such 
local aud selfish claimsasare unreasonable and 


reckless of the welfare of the entire country. 
Under our present laws more than four 
thousand articles are subject to duty. 


Many of these do not, in any way, compete with cur 
owl manufactures and many are hardly worth atten- 
tion as subjects of revenue. A considerable reduc- 
tion cau be made in the aggregate by adding them 
to the free list. The taxation of luxuries presents no 
features of marae but the necessaries of life, 
used and consumed by all the people, the duty upon 
which adds to the cost of living in every home, 
ghould be greatly cheapencd, The uc- 
tion of the duties imposed upon raw material used 
in manufaciures, or its free importation, is, 
of course, an important factor in 
any efort to reduce the price of these neceszaries, 
would not only release them from the increased 
cost caused by the tariff on such material, but the 
maoufactured product being thus cheapened, that 
part of the tariff now laid upon such products as a 
compensation to our manufacturers for the present 
ice of raw material could be accordingly modified. 
ch reductions, or free importations, would serve 
beside to largely redrc2 the revenue. It not ap- 
parent how such a change can have any injurious 
effect upon our manufacturers; on the contrary it 
wou'd appear to give them a better chance in for- 
eign markets with the manufscturers of other coun- 
tries who cheapen their wares by free material. 
Thus, our peuple might have the opportunity of 
extending their sales beyond the limits of home 
consumption—save them from the depression, in- 
terruption in business and loss caused by a glutted 
Gomestic market and affording their employes more 
certain and steady labor, with its resulting quiet 
and contentment. The question thus imperatively 
presented for sclution should be approached in a 
_—S higher than party anxiety, and considered in 
the light of tat regard for patriotic duty which 
should characterize the action of those interested 
with the weal of a confiding people. 
But the obligation to deciared party policy and 
principle is not wanting to urge prompt and effec- 


tive action. Both of the great politica tices now 
represented in the government haye, by repeated 


and authorative deciaration, Condemned the ccn- 
dition of our laws, which permit wrongs upon the 
people of unnecessary revenue and have in the most 
solemn manner promised its correction—and 
meither, as citizens nor partisans -of our country, 
made a move to condcne the deliberate violation of 
these pledges. 

Our progress toward a wise conclusion will not be 
improved by dweiling on theoriesjof protection and 
free trade. [This savors too much of bandying 
epithets; it isa condition which confronts us, not a 
theory. Therelief from this condition may im- 
prove asa light reduction of the advantages which 
weaward our home production, but $ie ent’e 
withdrawal of such advantage should not be coi- 
templated. The question of free trade is absolute- 
ly irrelevant and the persistent claim made in cer- 
fain qudrters that all efforts to relieve the people 
from unjust and unnecessary taxation are Be 0 
of so-called freetruder: is mischievous and far re- 
moved from any cons:deration for the public good. 
The simple and plain duty which we owe the people 
ig to reduce taxation to the necessary expenses of 
an economical ojx Fr tion of the government anid to 
restore to the business of the country the money 
which we bold in the tre:sury through the perver- 
sion of government powers. These things can and 
sould be done with safety to ail industries, without 
danger to the opportunity for remunerative labor, 
which our woriingemen necd, and with benefit to 
them and all cur people by cheapening their means 
of subsistence aud increasing the measure of their 
comforts, 

THE STATE OF THE UNION. 

The constitution provides that the president 
‘‘ghail, from time to time, give to the congress in- 
formation of the state of the union.” It has been 
the cusiom of the executive, in compliance with 
ubis provision, to annuaily exhibit to the cong:ess, 
at the opening of its session, the general condition 
of the country, and to detail with some particularity 
the operatons of the diferent executive depart- 
ments.

Ti 3 PRISONER ON HIS TRIAL 


Various Incidents in the Morning Session— 
The Jurors—Some Gossip Concerning 
the Case— Other Dots. 


Macon, Ga., December 6.—[Special.j—At 
9 0’clock this morning Tom Woolfolk entered 
the court room escorted by Sheriff Wescott 
and his deputies, looking as if he had passed 
a quiet night, He was calm, cool and collec- 
ted, and took his seat on the right of the table, 
Mr. Walker on his left and Colonel Ruther- 
ford nearly facing him, and in a few minutes 
was deeply engaged in consultation with his 
counsel. Mr. Cowan entered soon after 
and occupied a seat between Rutherford and 
Walker. : : 

On the other side of the table, and down 
near the end, were grouped Mr. C. Howard, 


Messrs. Guerry and Hall, state’s attorneys. 
THE CALL OF JURORS 

was resumed, and ran up to forty-eight, when 
the court instructed all who had legal excuses 
to come forward and state the same. Only 
those who had strictly legal excuses were let 
off, Judge Gustin adhering stringently to the 
exemptions that were unquestionable, 
- All night long three bailiffs were busily em- 
ployed in hunting up jurors, and they suc- 
ceeded in summoning some fifty or sixty. The 
crowd was not near so large about the front of 
the building as it was on yesterday, and 

MUCH LESS EXCITEMENT | 
was manifest ameng the little groups and 
knots of men, women and children whostood 
on the street corners adjacent to the court- 
house. At%:30 Mrs. Crane and Mrs. Cowan 
came in andtook seats on the leftof the 
prisoner, and Mr. C, A. Shackleford, a relative 
of Mrs. Crane, took a seat a little lower down. 

The seven jurors were in their places look- 
ing asif they hada genuine breakfast after 
their night’s confinement. There was 

A SUSPENSION 
of proceedings while some additional jurors 
were being brought in. Four more came in 
and were called, aking fifty-two. The call of 
the first panel was then begun, and the re- 
quisite number was soon obtained. Woolfolk 
was then asked to stand up, and Solicitor Har- 
deman made the usual formal announcement 
that the prisoner would be allowed to chal- 
lenge each and every juror. Captain Ruther- 
ford again asked the court to allow the de- 
fendant to ask each juror whether he had read 
the published evidence. The court called at- 
tention toa recent decision of the supreme 
court, and said 
“‘GO ON WITH THE CASE.”’ 

E. S. Wilson was first called and dismissed 
for cause; J. M. Feel, for same reason; T. 
Guernsey, for same reason; G. M. Deiritt, for 
same reason, J. M. Birch, pronounced com- 

tent; prisoner objected.

Defendant’s counsel 
stated that they objected to Mr. Napier, be- 
cause he had expressed himself in a general 
way as to the guilt or innocence of the pris- 
oner. Captain Rutherford made a_ short 
speech in defense of his opinion, claiming that 
Mr. Napier’s last answer was negatized by the 
voluntary statement of the juror. The court 
asked that the state put the question again, as 
to the juror’s having formed and expressed an 
opinion. 

‘‘Have you from having seen the crime com- 
mitted, or from having heard evidence deliv- 
ered under oath formed.and expressed an 
opinion as to the guilt or innocence of the 
prisoner?” asked the solicitor. 

“ONLY FROM READING,”’ 
was the reply of Mr. Napier. 

Solicitor Hardeman then arose and support- 
ed his opinion as to the competency of the 
juror,in a strong argument, claiming that 
the reading of newspaper reports did not dis- 
qualify a juror. 

Captain Rutherford made the plea, that 
although his henor had decided against him 
yesterday in regard to the reading of newspa- 
per reports, he still held that having formed 
and expressed such an opinion after reading 
the sworn evidence printed in the papers, dis- 
qualified the juror. 

The court asked that the two last questions 
be again prepounded. This was done and in 
reply to the direct question, Mr. Napier re- 
plied that 

“IF THE PRISONER COULD SHOW 
good evidence of his innocence, I would be 
willing to give him justice.’’ After the second 
question was put, the court declared him in- 
competent. 

N. A. Gans dismissed for cause. Richard 
Brinn, for same reason.

THE PRISONER'S DEMEANOR 
remained unchanged, he sitting unflinchingiy 
during what must have been a terrible ordeal 
to the members of the murdered family pres- 
ent. At the close of Solicitor Hardeman’s 
speech, Attorney Walker, of the defense, ask- 
ed that they be allowed to swear Messrs. 
Cowan and Howard, and as Mr. Howard was 
the prosecutor, he asked that he be sworn first, 
as the court did not think proper to exclude 
him from the room. 

The court did not think that was required 
by the Jaw in the case. Mr. Walker then re- 
ferred to a recent decision of the supreme court 
on the subject, which he thought required 
that Howard be examimed first. The court

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The President's Message. ' 
The message of the president concerns 
itself solely with the tariff question, and he 
discusses it almost exclusively from the 
stand point of Brer Bill Morrison, of Iili- 
nois, who was left at home by his esteemed 
constituents on account of his extreme 
wiews. At the same time, the president 
doesn’t go as far as Brer Bill Morrigon. He 
pauses in the lesson which he gives to con- 
gress to refer to the fact that the demo- 
cratic platform suggests protection for 
American industries and American labor. 

There is one fact, however, to which Mr. 
Cleveland fails to call attention, namely, 
that the promiseg of the democratic plat- 
form can best be carried out by the repeal 
of the internal revenue law which was 
framed to suit an emergency long since 

d, and which, in its operations, is 
odious and unjust. The repeal of this law 
“would so effectually do away. with the sur- 
plus, that congress would be compelled to 
revise the tariff so that it Would be mainly a 
revenue tariff, with such protection as the 
Chicago platform calls for. 

But the free-traders are opposed to this 
repeal for the reason that, while the reve- 
mue tax islevied, any attempt to reduce the 
tariff will merely result in increasing the 
surplus, and they will, therefore, have an 
excuse for putting their free-trade notions 
into effect to some extent. That a man of 
practical common sense like Mr. Cleveland 
should walk into sucha trap is surprising— 
but he has not walked in without a protest, 
as his reference to the Chicago platform 
shows. ¥

The New Cabinet.

The 
place is a high one, but Mr. Lamar is better 
qualified to fill it than any man that could 
be named. He has not been a great prac- 
ticing lawyer, but he is a great student of 
the law, and his mind is thoroughly ground- 
edin its principles.

He 
is conservative and patriotic—in short a 
genuine American. It has been hinted 
that the republicans in the senate would or-

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending December 2, 
the total receipts have reached 252,406 bales, 
against 249,588 bales last week, 284,816 
bales the previous week, and 301,600 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the ist of September, 1887, 3,130,046 
bales, against 2,713,590 bales for the same 
period of 1856, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 417,356 bales, _ 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
164,603 bales, of which 96,521 were to 
Great Britain, 20,297 to France and 47,785 
to the rest of the continent. The total 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
850,000 bales. For immediate delivery the 

total sales foo: up this week, 1,631 bales, 
including -—- for export, 1,631 for consump- 
tion — for speculation and— in transit. 
Of the above —— bales were to arrive. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 90,000. These figures indicate an in- 
crease in the cotton insight tonight of 135,- 
301 bales as compared with the same date 
of 1886, an increase of 263,007 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1885 and an increase of 18,855 bales as com- 
pared with 1854. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 35,531 bales, and are 50,- 
717 bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 445 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the re- 
ceipts at allthe towns are 266,879 bales 
mnore than for the same time in 1886. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 3,556,318 bales; 
in 1886 were 3,056,362 bales; in 1885 were 
3,034,856 bales. Although the receipts at 
the outports the past week were 252,406 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was 202,180 bales, the balance going 
to increase the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 300,470 bales and 
for 1885 they were 285,019 bales. The in- 
crease in amount in sight, as compared 
with last year, is 574825 bales, the increase 
as compared with 1885 is 598,261 bales, and 
the increase over 1854 is 617,444 bales,

ports from the south denote that the tem- 
perature has been low during the. week, 
with frost and ice in some localities.” Ata

Judge Bond's Mistake. 

The long expected decision of the federal 
supreme coyrt in the case of the Virginia 
officials who were committed for contempt 
by United States Judge Bond, because they 
obeyed the laws oftheir state, may bea 
_surprise to those who hold the republican 
view of the relations of the states to the 
general government, but it will be no sur- 
prise to old-fashioned democrats. 

The facts of the case have been made 
public so many times that the slightest 
skeleton of a summary will now be suffi- 
cient. Certain holders of the tax receiva- 
able coupons of Virginia brought suits 
against state officers to restrain them from 
bringing actions in the courts of Virginia for 
the collection of taxes in cases where ten- 
ders had been made of the tax receivable 
coupons, and such tenders had been refused. . 
Upon hearing the complaint United States 
Judge Bond issued an order restraining the 
state officers from bringing such suits under 
such circumstances, and from doing any- 
thing to carry into effect an act of the 
legislature invalidating said coupons for 
tax-paying purposes. Attorney General 
Ayers and other state officers disregarded 
this order and proceeded with their suits, 
whereupon they were fined $500 apiece and 
sent to jail. 

The imprisoned officers sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus, and, when the matter was 
brought before the federal supreme court, 
an order was issued for the discharge of the 
petitioners. The reasoning of the court 
was very elaborate, but its substance may be 
stated in a very few lines. Judge Bond 
proceeded upon the theory that the actions 
in question against the state officers of the 
state did not amount to suits against the 
state, a form of redress forbidden under the 
eleventh amendment to the constitution. 
The supreme court, however, was clear in 
opinion that these suits really amounted to 
an attempt to doin an indirect manner 
what the law forbade being done directly. 

The court’s decision was eminently sound 
and just. The Virginia officers were not in 
any sense parties to the contracts sought to 
be enforced against them. ‘The state was 
the true defendant, and the officers were 
merely obeying orders and discharging their 
duty. 
| For the comfort of Judge Bond and those 
agreeing with him the court said thatifa 
state officer under the color of state laws 
should come in conflict with the superior 
authority and valid laws of the United 
States he would be stripped of his repre- 
sentative character and would have to meet 
the consequences of his conduct. Alto- 
gether, the decision is a strong blow against 
federal centralization, and it will give en- 
couragement to the upholders ofthe rights 
of the states.

“FREE JOR AND OTHER GEORGIA SKETCHES,” 
by Joel Chandler Harris, author of ‘Uncle 
Remus,” etc., etce., just issued by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York, is just such a 
volume as the admirers of Mr. Harris have 
for a long time desired to see. In this book 
will be found ‘‘Free Joe ;’’ *‘Little Compton ;”’ 
‘* Aunt Fountain’s Prisoner ;’’ ‘‘Trouble on Lost 
Mountain ;”’ and “‘Azalia.’’ 

Of these stories and sketches it would be 
difficult to say anything that our best critics 
have not already said. The most brilliant 
journalist in America one day remarked that 
it would haye pleased him better to have the 


credit of the authorship of “Free 
Joe,” than to enjoy all the honors 
won by him in his signally successful 


career. The readers who have found

We were on the point of saying that there is 
nothing like this book in southern literature, 
when it occurred to us that Ticknor & Co., of 
Boston, are now before the public with a cheap, 
paper covered edition of another volume by 
Mr. Harris, viz., ‘“Mingo and Other Sketches.”’ 
Of course, our readers remefiber the stories in 
this volume. They have all heard of ‘‘Mingo; 
a Sketch of Life in Middle Georgia;” ‘At 
Teague Poteet’s; a Sketch of the Hog Mount- 
ain Range; “Blue Daye” and “A Piece of
